With  pride  1  recall  the  names  of  many  who  fell 
and  bled  and  died  in  the  line  of  duty.  As  soldiers 
your  record  was  grand;  glorious  as  citizens  of  this 
grand  Union  of  States;  your  lives  have  not  been  less 
honorable  and  the  country  can  never  pay  the  debt  it 
owes  to  the  brave  boys  who  followed  the  old  Hag 
from  181)1  to  18155.  The  record  of  your  lives  as  sol- 
diers will  be  an  inspiration  to  all  coming  genera- 
tions. With  pride  your  children  will  tell  the  story 
of  your  lives  as  soldiers  in  the  delense  of  the  only 
good  government  the  world  ever  knew. 

Comrades,  1  present  to  you  this  Guidon,  such  as 
you  carried  on  many  battle  fields  and  never  surrend- 
ered to  the  enemy;  1  do  it,  as  a  token  of  the  frater- 
nal feeling  1  have  for  my  comrades  of  The  thirst 
Iowa  Cavalry.  May  it  bring  back  to  y  >u  the  mem- 
ory of  those  days  in  which  we  rode  all  over  the 
southwest  from  victorty  to  victory.  May  He  who 
watched  over  us  in  our  matches  by  day  and  night 
and  gave  us  the  victory,  watch  over  and  keep  you 
May  Heaven's  richest  blessing  be  vouched  safe  with 
you.  and  when  you  have  made  your  last  march  and 
answered  the  last  roll  call,  may  von  be  crowned 
victors  and  enter  into  that  peace  and  joy  I  hat  is 
eternal,  through  the  (Jre.it  Captain  ol  our  sal vation, 
Jesus  Christ  the  Lord.
